Tlie a^^rocment of "common desirad" v\'hich is 
tlie basis of all conspiracy, must be commuiu eat cd 
to another, althoiigli tlie Cininminicat ion need not 
be diirect. Tlie agreement may, in fact, be only 
tacit, implied, or indicated, and need not aelu- 
ally be expressed. It is not necessary to shou 
that the parties actually met and agieed or tliat 
they had a prearranged plan, altliough a better 
case IS made by sucli proof. Idiile knovjiedge is 
definitely required to convict, if one part)' has 
only knowledge or exp ‘-.ssed acquiescence short of 
agreement, there can be no conviction. 

Each agreement is a separate offense, re- 
gardless of the number of criminal acts to be en- 
gaged in, and several conspiracy indiutments may 
allege several similar but distinct agreements. 

In addition, the conspiracy is entirely separate 
from the substantive crime (i.e. sabotage j and 
may be charged separately. 

In proving the agreement, hearsay evidence 
is generally admissible, as is circumstantial 
evidence. In this fashion, conspiracy is fre- 
quently proven by evidence which assumes the 
conspiracy, since it is only adnussabie in con- 
spirac) cases, thus in effect presuming the guilt 
rather than the innocence of the paity charged. 

One of the major reasons for use of conspir- 
acy charges in political cases is the fact that 
all of the acts and declarations oi the co-con- 
spirators are admissable in evidence against all 
of them. While these are insufficient alone to 
prove agreement, they are of iimnense liclp, and 
may even be used where the party wlio made or aiLt 
them is not in court. Even the uncorroborated 
wholl)' circumstantial evidence of a single accom- 
plice IS binding on all the otliers. It vnouIU be 
possible, for example, for the Oakland bistri^t 
Attorney, I'rank Co:ikley, to allege tliat Fidel 
Castr'o was part of a conspiraiy with the Oakland 
Seven, and introduce statemeiits from "History

IVheii i dcFeiulant joins a conspiracy alrea.dy 
uiulerway, the prior acts and declarations of 
the co-conspirators, except for crimes they have 
uomiiiitiod, arc admissable in evidence against 
thtj ' late joiner". Aiding and abetting is gen- 
eiaiiy insufiicicnt to prove conspiracy, however, 
regardless of when it occurs, without agreement. 

Ifh.iie an agreement continues, parties may 
Lome into tlie conspiracy or drop out of it, the 
plan may change, etc., but there must, at any 
one Lime, be two or more members, even though 
tliey may not be the original parties. A person 
may even be convicted of conspiiacy where the 
identity or number of co-conspirators is unknown; 
even where only one person is arrested. All that 
is I’equired is that he knoiv the purpose and agree 
to become a party to effectuate that purpose. 

While it IS possible to withdraw from a 
conspiracy, in practice it is quite difficult. 

In many states it is not possible to withdraw 
after an o^ert act has taken place. Further- 
more, liie withdrawal must be communicated to the 
other members. In one vase in California, the 
defendant wonspired with a doctor and others tt- 
commit abortions, had a disagreement with the 
doctor and dropped out of the plan. Several 
iiionths later, when tlie abortions were performed, 
tlie defendant was arrested and convicted, since 
he had only informed the doctor of his intent 
ti' withvlraw but failed to inform the other par- 
ties. ilie Withdrawal must also occur in enough 
Limv before tlie eiciu that other members would 
have a ^Iwiii^e to aan^oi the conspiracy.

It IS essential, however, iliat orgaaii.ers 
unde'‘siand that a clcuir delineation be ma^le be- 
tween legal and illegal forms of struggle where^'-er 
possible, and that our illegality i- a partial 
r.easure of our effectiveness Under no circum- 
stances should we underestimate the strengths and

Ihc histor> since the beginning of Meij i 
era, has been a humiliating process, in whitTn the- 
capitalists tried to transform Japan according to 
the Western models. Japan became a member ,.'f 
hestern imperialist powers Thanks in pair to 
American occupation forces, the roots of Japanese 
imperialism were kept intact, and now it has grown 
into a huge monster 

Leftist ideas were imported from Europe dur- 
ing the process of modernization. And ever since, 
for most of Japanese intellectuals, the center of 
world revolutionary movement has been in the l\est . 

In tiii:^ brief article I can say very little 
about the Japanese Communist Party. It is enough 
to say tliat except for a short period before the 
war tlie pai'ty has been a hopeless body of dog- 
matists and bureau-^rats .

The difficulties of the search for clarity 
and direction within SDS came into focus at the 
National Council [NCj meeting held in the South 
Quadrangle on the University of Michigan campus 
Dec 2'^-Zl The NC, whicli meets four times a 
year, is the interim po ) i cy-mak ing body of SDS 
and consists of chapter delegates, This was 
the largest national gathering in the history of 
SDS, with 165 voting or legates and about 1,000 
in attendance 

Once again, the debate inside SDS centered 
on differences between SDS members loyal or 
sympathetic to Progressive Labor Party and those 
seeking to develop a coherent but less doctrin- 
aire New Left politics 

The influence of PL inside SDS has teamed 
up With a growing consciousness of SDS's place 
in the history of international socialism 
[traced through su,h inchoate people and groups 
as Marx, Lenin, Debs, the IWW, the CPU5A, Mao, 

Ho and FidelJ This has led SDS to pick up Marx- 
ist-Leninist phraseology So far, th4.s phrase- 
ology has been a substitute for political de- 
velopment--clearly a drawback - -but there are 
signs that people are beginning to develop a 
clear set of political ideas now, 

Ibe search for orthodoxy v^Athin the non- 
PL sectors of SDS, however, often means that 
people use slogans and quotes (from the Marx- 
is t-Leninis t -Maoi St "fathers", wi thout attempt- 
ing to apply a Marxist analysis to the world of 
1969 and beyond. The point is that the terms 
(e g. class strugglej arc correct; however, we 
are only beginning to develop the ideas behind 
the terms If that dynamic can't be completed, 
we're in trouble. 

;}ie danger is defining y curse if by the 
opP'>sition and developing politics not in terms 


of society at large, but in terms of factional 
f iglits . 

At the NC , roll-call votes were held, indi- 
cating the tension present because of factional 
differences . 

Ihe extent of the factionalism became es- 
pecially clear during the debate on a proposal 
made by Mike Klonsky, SDS national secretary, 
for the formation of a national revolutionary 
youth movement which would function beyond the 
campus and beyond traditional student types. 
Klonsky's proposal, which was approved, was seen 
as an interim strategy designed to move SDS"s 
base from traditional prestige campuses to ail 
types of schools, including vocational schools, 
nursing schools, junior colleges and community 
CO lieges . 

PL opposed the Klonsky proposal because it 
doesn't fit the party's strategy, which sees SDS 
as merely an anti-imperialist student group. As 
SDS develops into something more than a student 
movement, it is moving into a position to play 
a revolutionary role, threatening PL, which de- 
fines Itself as a revolutionary vanguard party. 

Factionalism emerged again at the end of the 
NC when, during the singing of "Solidarity For- 
ever," there were shouts from PL and its friends 
against the use inside SDS of the black flag of 
anarchy and the red flag of libertarian socialist 
revolution . 

In other actions at the NC, a resolution 
concerning the development of a program for wo- 
men's liberation was passed easily, while there 
was overwhelming defeat for a motion to support 
the Jan. 18-20 inauguration mobilization in 
Washington, D.C. A majority of the delegates do 
not favor mass confrontations on the basis of 
coalition politics at this time.
